i sands of memorial trees have been 
planted since the end of the war, and 
many thousand more will be planted 
this full, and next spring, according to 
the 
American 
Forestry association, 


which is'a leading sponsor of the me- 
morial tree movement. 
The planting of memorial trees is 
hallod by Charles Lathrop Pack and 
other authorities on forestry as a most 
Important development, because It will 
tend to implant the tree-planting 
hnblt In the American people. 
Wo 
need both the trees themselves and the 
greater respect for .trees, and knowl- 
edge of their value, which tree plant- 
ing will teach. The foresters point out 
that France could not have resisted 
the German Invasion but for her care- 
fully tended forests, which supplied all 
of the- Umber necessary for all of the 
armies on the French front. And the 
excellent roads of France, concealed 
hostile airmen by overarching 
of shade trees, were an equally 
fortant element in her defense. 
Jfebrnska Is E.xar>xple. 
In our own country there Is an ex- 
cellent example of what tree planting 
can accomplish in halt a century. In 
1870 
Nebraska was a prairie state, Just 
beginning- to be settled "by farmers. 
The farmers had to have timber, and 
trees to break the wind. In 1S74 
Gov- 
ernor Furnas of Nebraska, at the sug- 
gestion of J. Sterling Morten, set aside 
April 3 as Arbor day, 
and in 1885 tho 
"state legislature made 'April 22-a legal 
holiday for tree planting. This started 
an Interest In tree planting which has 
resulted in Nebraska being a state well 
supplied with timber, and known for 
Its progressive forestry policies. 
Ne- 
1 braska was the first state in the, union 
to set aside an arbor day. Tennessee 
and Kansas followed in 1876. Every 
'state In the union now has an arbor 
day, 
some In the spring, most in the 


fall. 
Plantings Arc Unique. 
The planting of memorial trees has 
taken some unique forms. In Minne- 
apolis the'plans have been for a great 
memorial drive, that will be one of the 
sights of the continent in 1D50. 
The 
drive will connect two parks and will 
be lined with trees from end to enfl. 
C. M. Lor.ins, tho father of the 
Min- 
neapolis park system, has set aside 
350,000 for the perpetual care of these 
trees. 
At Canton, Pa., the home of Jane 
Delano, of the. Reel Cross, who died in 
franco, a tree has been planted in 
; memory of Miss Delano, surrounded 
' by a protecting circle of twelve other 


trees, each representing a soldier or 
marine who lost his life. In .the war... 
At St. Albans, Vt., an avenue a mil's 
and a half long has been planted with 
memorial trees by the Autonoe club of 
women. 
In many cases fruit and nut'trees 
are being planted as memorials. 
A 
drive Is under way to have an apple 
tree planted in every victory garden in 
the country. With apples selling for 
five cents apiece, -an apple tree in -the 
back yard will be worth a great deal 
more "than It costs to plant and care 
for It. One apple tree -will- easily-s-up- 
1 ply all the apples needed by a family.

one for cheer or warmth, and because 
it is largo and the flames leap high es- 
pecial care must be taken that it does 
not spread. 
The best way to make 
sure of this is to choose a. clear, open 
space for the fire, avoiding overhang- 
ing tree boughs and underbrush, then 
form a circle about four -feet in di- 
ameter of good sized stones and build 
your fire in the center. 
Or you can

utterly crush the general campaign 
which the government is waging, with 
energy, vigor, nnd substantial hope of 
success ,to reduce the high cost of 
living," 
He therefore appealed 
"to 


all wage earners of ever>- kind . . . to 
postpone questions ot 
this sort till 


normal conditions come again and we 
have the opportunity for certain cal- 
culation as to the relation between 
wages and the cost of living-." 


The president's appeal has not gone 


-unheeded, for in a number .of in- 
stances unions wliich were on the 
point of Voting strikes 
for higher 


wages or -voting against accepting ar- 
bitration, decided finally to take no 
such action but to abide the results of 
the campaign to reduce living costs. 
The ono conspicuous examplojof lack 
of co-operation in this campaign -was 
that of railroad men on the Pacific 
coast who remained on strike in de-

"This reservation is intended

meet the most vital objection to the 
league covenant as it stands. 
Under 


no circumstances must there be any 
legal or moral obligations on the 
United States .to enter into war or t'o 
send its army and ,navy abroad with- 
out the unfettered'action of congress 
to impose ecnomic boycotts on other 
countries. 
Under the constitution of 
the United States the congress has 
the ,power to • declare war

"The United States reserves to itself 


exclusively the right to decide what

Witch-Hazel Has Record of Forty Feet 


or More, as Shown by »n 


Experiment. 


The curious manner in which ths 


witch-hazel spreads its seeds has been 
described by Dr. Edward S. Blgelow 
in Ills department, ''On Nature's Trail, 
In Boy's Life. He says: 


"No other plant can shoot Its seeds 


so far and so violently as this one 
hurls Its seeds. I do not; know-just 
how far it can shooC~but in experi- 
ments actually made o distance of 30 
feet has" been reached. ..'The experi- 
ment was mqrle in this manner: The 
fruiting branches were suspended at 
the end of a room .30 feet long. 
At 


Ihe extreme farther end of the room 
many seeds were found.. 
Some had 


been shot through an open door, but 
just how far I olo not know. Various 
other experiments suggest that the 
seeds may be thrown to a distance of 
40 feet or more. The books say that 
the seed capsule bursts and discharges 
Its contents with great vigor. It cer- 
tainly does. 
Experiments with the, 


bursting pods afld the flying seeds .may 
be dangerous. 
I never happened to 


be lilt" by the flying missiles, but I 
should not like to hnve one strike my 
eye, especially If the eye were near 
the capsule.
